Engineeringland  is  bounded  on  the  south  by  College 
Street,  on  the  west  by  St.  George  Street  and  on  the  north  by 
the  Forestry  Building  (which  obligingly  moved  250  feet  up 
St.  George  Street  three  summers  ago),  Convocation  Hall 
and  the  Front  Campus.  Moving  east  from  St.  George,  the 
Engineers’  Hurdle,  King’s  College  Road,  the  University’s 
“front  door”  and  stop  at  curving  Taddle  Creek  Road  which 
separates  them  from  the  School  of  Hygiene  (not  in  camera 
range)  and  the  twin-domed  Medical  Building. 


The  Engineers  will  not  take  full  possession  of  their 
domain  until  Physics,  Chemistry  and  other  departments 
move  to  the  new  quarters  on  the  West  Campus.  At  some 
stage  in  the  Development  Plan,  historic  Baldwin  House  (at 
left  of  photograph  between  the  Wallberg  Memorial  Build- 
ing and  the  Galbraith  Building)  may  become  Alumni 
Headquarters.  To  the  right  of  Baldwin  House  is  the 
rectangular  roof  of  the  University  of  Toronto  Press  printing 
plant  which  completes  the  non-engineering  salient.

SILVER  "V  REUNION 


On  June  2nd  and  3rd  past,  the  University  of  Toronto 
entered  on  a programme  which  proved  an  unqualified  suc- 
cess — a reunion  for  the  25  and  50  year  graduates  of  all  the 
faculties  and  colleges.  As  one  might  expect  the  Engineering 
graduates  of  those  two  years,  that  is  ITl  and  3T6  took  a 
full  part  in  the  ceremonies. 

As  3T6  by  far  represented  the  majority  of  those 
attending  the  various  functions,  we  shall  direct  our  remarks 
in  this  article  to  their  participation  in  the  programme.  The 
University  records  at  Alumni  House  indicate  that  there  are 
415  members  of  3T6  for  the  entire  University,  living  in 
Metropolitan  Toronto  and  885  in  other  parts  of  the  world. 
Of  this  total  we  do  not  know  the  percentage  of  Engineering 
Alumni.  However,  we  do  know  that  a group  of  35  Engin- 
eers participated  in  a dirmer  and  ‘"get  together”  at  the 
Engineers’  Glub  on  Friday  Evening,  June  2nd.  This 


function  was  not  sponsored  by  the  University  and  could 
well  be  classified  as  a reunion  to  take  advantage  of  the 
fellowship  missed  for  many  years.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  wives  of  this  august  group  honoured  the  sanctity 
of  the  male  reunion  and  held  a separate  dinner. 

On  Saturday  morning,  June  3rd  these  Engineers 
joined  approximately  400  other  graduates  of  the  University 
in  Hart  House  Theatre  in  a programme  called  an  “Alumni 
Gollege”,  where  Dr.  Claude  Bissell,  a proud  member  of 
3T6  spoke  on  the  “Varsity  in  the  Flext  25  Years”.  This  was 
followed  by  a buffet  luncheon  in  the  Hart  House  Quad- 
rangle, where  all  the  Alumni  were  invited  to  join  the 
illustrious  group. 

In  the  afternon.  Dr.  Bissell  gave  a Garden  Party  at  his 
residence  which  terminated  such  a successful  reunion  that 
plans  are  being  made  to  make  it  an  annual  event. 
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NATIONAL  FUND-PAST  AND  PRESENT 


“A  DEFINITION  OF  OUR  OBJECTIVES" 

According  to  some  recent  correspondence  received  by 
the  Gouncil,  it  became  apparent  that  there  is  a need  for  a 
review  and  full  explanation  of  the  National  Fund  and  the 
role  of  the  Engineering  Alumni  in  this  cause. 

Plans  to  meet  the  expanding  needs  of  the  University 
of  Toronto  were  drawn  up  during  1958  and  a fonnal 
announcement  of  the  intentions  to  approach  the  Alumni 
was  made  in  the  spring  of  1959.  The  University  and  its 
Federated  Arts  colleges  announced  plans  to  finance  the  first 
stage  of  a 10-year  development  program.  A sum  of 
$52,359,000  was  needed  to  cover  costs  during  the  first  five 
years.  Of  this  amount  a minimum  objective  of  $12,000,000 
was  to  be  sought  in  a national  appeal  for  money  from 
corporations,  alumni  and  the  general  public. 

The  five-year  program  is  part  of  the  University’s 
“master  plan”  of  development  under  which  land  was 
acquired  and  some  of  the  19  projects  listed  as  “immediate 
needs”  commenced  for  completion  by  the  end  of  1963.  The 
list  of  major  projects  included  the  new  headquarters  for 
engineering  called  the  Galbraith  Building  which  was 
recently  opened  after  a construction  outlay  of  $7,000,000. 

In  spite  of  its  size,  the  programme  will  merely  provide 
the  minimum  facilities  necessary  to  accommodate  the 
enormous  wave  of  students  now  moving  towards  university 
entrance.  The  enrolment  at  the  University  is  expected  to 
grow  to  roughly  23,000  by  1968. 

Prior  to  1959,  the  Engineering  Alumni  Association  has 
made  one  annual  appeal  to  graduate  engineers  of  the 
University  for  financial  aid  both  for  itself  and  for  the 
University.  The  idea  of  one  amiual  appeal  was  born  during 
a time  when  various  alumni  groups  each  made  an  indivi- 
dual appeal  without  too  much  success.  The  thought  was, 
at  the  time,  that  one  appeal  would  be  much  more  accept- 
able to  the  Engineering  Alumni  and  asking  for  one  gift  of 
money  once  a year  to  cover  all  alumni  needs  would  result 
in  more  contributions.  This  turned  out  to  be  the  case  and 
alumni  givings  averaged  over  $24,000  for  the  three  years 
prior  to  1959,  from  20%  of  11,000  engineering  graduates 
of  Toronto. 

In  the  spring  of  1959,  a letter  was  sent  to  the 
Engineering  Alumni  over  the  signature  of  Bill  Palm,  the 
President  at  that  time,  explaining  the  Gouncil’s  position 


concerning  the  national  appeal.  In  keeping  with  the 
Gouncil’s  feeling  that  one  annual  drive  for  funds  is  the 
most  successful  way  to  solicit  contributions,  the  Engineering 
Alumni  Association  waved  its  annual  appeal.  An  agree- 
ment was  entered  with  the  University  whereby  the  Univer- 
sity will  provide  enough  funds  to  our  Association  to  permit 
the  carrying  on  of  the  normal  alumni  scholarship,  bursary 
and  loan  activities  during  the  five  years  1959  to  1963  and  in 
return  for  this  your  Association  is  putting  all  its  fund  raising 
activities  in  support  of  the  University’s  campaign.  Of  the 
funds  needed  by  the  University  for  its  expansion  pro- 
gramme over  $7,000,000  is  being  spent  on  new  facilities 
for  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering,  includ- 
ing the  Galbraith  Building.  It  seems  reasonable  that  since 
one-seventh  of  all  living  graduates  of  the  University  are 
engineers  and  since  this  group  is  gaining  so  much  from  the 
expansion,  that  we  should  support  the  programme  with 
our  traditional  significant  contributions. 

Your  Association  is  pledged  to  solicit  in  person,  in 
collaboration  with  the  central  fund  raising  committee,  each 
engineering  graduate,  to  the  extent  that  it  is  physically 
possible.  Those  who  are  geographically  beyond  such  con- 
tact will  receive  the  necessary  information  by  mail.  This 
programme  was  commenced  in  November  of  1959  and  will 
nm  through  until  1963.  The  first  phase  ran  through  until 
the  summer  of  1960.  The  second  phase,  which  was  spear- 
headed by  a telephone  blitz  aimed  at  that  group  of  engi- 
neers which  had  not  already  given  to  the  worthwhile  cause, 
began  in  January  of  1961  and  has  just  recently  tapered  off. 
It  is  the  intention  of  your  Alumni  Association  to  rejuvenate 
the  campaign  every  year  until  the  end  of  1963  in  an  effort  to 
solicit  contributions  from  those  engineering  alumni  who 
have  not  already  contributed. 

During  this  period,  no  approach  will  be  made  to  you 
for  any  other  contribution  to  finance  our  normal  alumni 
activities.  Instead,  the  fund  raising  resources  of  the 
Association  will  be  used  to  further  the  efforts  of  the  Univer- 
sity and  to  ensure  that  every  opportunity  is  given  to  you  to 
make  the  Engineers’  part  of  this  major  undertaking  an 
unqualified  success. 

After  1963,  the  Association  will  return  to  an  annual 
appeal  to  the  graduate  engineers  for  financial  aid,  both  for 
itself  and  for  the  University,  the  same  system  as  was  used 
in  the  years  prior  to  the  National  Fund  Gampaign.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

ENGINEERING  EDUCATION  COMMITTEE

The  committee  this  past  year  received  31  applications 
for  bursaries  and  made  16  awards  totalling  $5,450.00.  A 
great  many  of  the  applicants  had  already  received  bursaries 
or  scholarships  from  other  sources,  and  this  was  taken  into 
account  in  making  the  awards. 

A brief  resume  of  our  method  of  operation  for  the  past 
three  years  may  be  of  interest.  In  April  or  May,  letters  are 
sent  to  every  secondary  school  in  Ontario  (this  year  over 
425  were  contacted),  informing  them  of  the  existance  of 
our  fund  along  with  a brochure  outlining  the  purpose  of 
our  committee  and  the  method  of  awarding  the  bursaries. 
These  letters  are  sent  out  over  the  signature  of  one  of  four 
committee  men.  When  our  application  is  received,  the 
committee  man  secures  an  engineer  in  that  area  to  act  as 
counsellor.  It  is  his  duty  to  interview  the  applicant  and 
send  us  his  report.  After  the  results  of  the  examinations 
are  available,  the  committee  meet  and  make  the  awards, 
their  decision  being  governed  by  the  reports  received  from 
the  principal  and  the  counsellor. 

Thirty-one  applications  do  not  seem  to  be  very  many 
when  it  is  considered  that  we  are  contacting  over  400 
schools,  however  the  calibre  of  the  applicants  is  very  high, 
with  some  very  deserving  cases  being  considered. 

The  importance  attached  to  an  Engineering  education 
has  increased  greatly  in  the  last  2 to  3 years.  As  a result, 
financial  aid  to  enroll  is  available  through  the  Provincial 
Government  and  through  scholarships  and  bursaries  offered 
in  great  profusion  and  confusion  by  various  firms,  organiza- 
tions and  individuals  who  are  interested  in  getting  students 
started.  It  is  our  committee’s  belief  that  a student  may  have 
just  as  much  trouble  in  meeting  his  financial  obligations  in 
second  year  as  in  first.  In  third  and  fourth  years,  his  earning 
power  may  increase  and  he  is  also  willing  to  borrow  a little 
on  his  future  earnings.  We  feel  that  a liaison  with  the 
students  should  be  maintained  through  one  or  two  members 
of  the  faculty,  and  in  this  way,  financial  help  could  be  given 
where  is  it  needed. 

In  addition  to  the  bursaries  the  committee  was  able  to 
arrange  for  engineers  to  speak  at  various  schools  with 
regard  to  vocational  guidance. 

As  chairman  of  the  committee,  I have  found  it  a most 
interesting  and  rewarding  duty.  The  four  members  for  the 
last  two  years,  Lloyd  Jones  (33),  John  Stubbs  (34),  John 
Powlesland  (35)  and  Frank  Miller  (42)  were  a perfect 
team.  They  did  all  the  work,  and  the  only  thing  left  for 
me  to  do  was  write  this  report.
